WORSHIP 


It is desired that this service shall be as worthy an offering to God as we can 
make it. We therefore ask the People, whose part is an important one always, 
to speak and to sing with their whole heart and “with one mind and one 


mouth to glorify God.” 


HE Quaker idea of worship is not limited by the thought of a

It is founded 
on other conceptions which have to be constantly kept in mind.

atmosphere in which the Presence and Power can touch us into better life. 
When once we remember this, we cannot but approach the occasion with 
reverent humility and expectation, and the desire that nothing on our 
part may hinder or disturb. It is of the very nature of our being that we 
receive hurt or help from the conduct and thought of others; we shall 
therefore carefully avoid breaking in upon another’s meditation by belated 
entrance or by any unnecessary noise or restlessness as it continues. 


It is something holy and wonderful which we are trying to build up 
together, and it is very N shattered by thoughtless or careless 
behaviour. Let us be very careful that we do nothing that might hinder 
“that Communion and Communication of the Spirit and Life of God ” 

. as from one upon all and all upon one.
